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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 8-10 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

2. Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 8, recites the limitation " the incoming connection" in line 6. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 10 recites the limitation "the transmission parameters" in 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 10 recites the limitation "the analysis results" in 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Czerwiec et al (U.S. Patent No. 6.314,102). 

Regarding claim 8, Czerwiec et al (Czerwiec) discloses a method comprising: 
providing a plurality of virtual connections which transmit ATM cells via a 
connecting line (FIG. 2); and 

assigning incoming connections to a first class (hardened-UBR QoS class in FIG. 
3A) or a second class (ABR QoS class in FIG. 3A) depending on a result of 
predetermined analysis (performing a grant cycle for checking a terminal's subscribing 
class and increasing a priority according to a selected algorithm, col. 12, lines 7-52), 
wherein the first class is subdivided into sub-classes (Non Guaranteed UBR sub-class 
and Guaranteed UBR in FIG. 3A), wherein the analysis is performed, in sequence, on 
each of the sub-classes until the incoming connection is assigned to a sub-class, i.e., 
when the terminal subscribing to the non-guaranteed UBR (a sub-class) does not get 
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access within a predetermined period, tlie selected algorithm for Guaranteed UBR is 
performed to assign the incoming connection to the Guaranteed UBR. 

Regarding claim 9, Czerwiec further discloses GCR (guaranteed cell rate) as one 
transmission parameter of the connection line is used to determine the result of the 
analysis. 

Regarding claim 10, Czerwiec does not explicitly teach that the parameter and 
analysis result are stored and updated when an ATM link is setup an/or cleared. The 
procedure are inherently required, because the GCR for the terminal having the 
increased priority is maintained during the connection and the increased priority status 
for the terminal is ended when the connection is cleared.
